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DETAILED ACTION 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-4 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 , 5, 6, 9 of 
copending Application No. 10/460,196. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because both teach a testing method of 
an AMOLED with write scan line, data scan line of a driving circuit, with transistors, 
assigning a values to the write scan line and data scan line and extracting a signal from 
the test element. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 



conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 3, 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tai et 
al., US Publication No. 2002/0014851 A1. 

Tai anticipated that a method for testing a plurality of circuits of an AMOLED, of 
an active matrix organic light emitting display (AMOLED), p. 1, U 7, prior to implantation 
of organic light emitting diodes (OLED), the AMOLED comprising, in figs. 3, 5, a write 
scan line 40 configured to enable a circuit to be tested responsive to a selection signal 
and a data line, 30 configured to transmit a data signal to the circuit, the circuit 
comprising a first transistor 50 and a second transistor 54 respectively comprising a 
source, a gate and a drain, the source or the drain of the first transistor is connected to 
the data line, the gate of the first transistor is connected to the write scan line, the drain 
or the source of the second transistor being a test output terminal, the method 
comprising the following steps: 

in fig. 6, assigning a value of the data signal to the write scan line; 

in fig. 6, assigning a value of the selection signal to the data line, in fig. 5, through 

95; and 
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in fig. 5, extracting a signal from the test output terminal, by 80, 90, p. 2, 1J 31 ; 
limitations from claim 3, the method, wherein the normal functionality of the 
circuit is concluded if the current signal is between 20 //A - 0.002 jjA, p. 3, U 37; 
limitations from claim 4, a test output terminal, the system comprising: 
in fig. 5, a data input device 95 for inputting a value of the data signal; 
a pixel selection device 95 for inputting a value of the selection signal; and 
a signal extractor, 80, 90, 97, connected to the test output terminal, for extracting 
a signal. 

Examiner notes that "prior to the implantation of the OLEDs" is part of the preamble, 
and not given patentable weight as it comes before "comprising". 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tai as 
applied to claims 1,3,4 above. 

Although Tai does not specify the voltage of the data signal, by necessity for 
transistors, it is not large. The practitioner may optimize the quantity of the signal. 
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"Normally, it is to be expected that a change in temperature, or in concentration, 

or in both, would be an unpatentable modification. Under some circumstances, 

however, changes such as these may impart patentability to a process if the particular 

ranges claimed produce a new and unexpected result which is different in kind and not 

merely degree from the results of the prior art . . . such ranges are termed 'critical 

ranges' and the applicant has the burden of proving such criticality . . . More 

particularly, where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is 

not inventive to discover the optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation." 

In re Aller 105 USPQ 233, 255 (CCPA 1955). See also In re Waite 77 USPQ 586 
(CCPA 1948); In re Scherl 70 USPQ 204 (CCPA 1946): In relrmscher 66 USPQ 314 
(CCPA 1945); In re Norman 66 USPQ 308 (CCPA 1945); In re Swenson 56 USPQ 
372 (CCPA 1942); In re Sola 25 USPQ 433 (CCPA 1935); In re Dreyfus 24 USPQ 
52 (CCPA 1934). 

Note that the specification contains no disclosure of either the critical nature of 
the claimed dimensions of any unexpected results arising there from. Where 
patentability is aid to be based upon particular chosen dimensions or upon another 
variable recited in a claim, the Applicant must show that the chosen dimensions are 
critical. In re Woodruff . 919 F.2d 1575, 1578, 16 USPQ2d 1934, 1936 (Fed. Cir. 1990).
